This year, 
under tho beneficent working of the 
McKinley bill, if what its friends pay ie 
true, I Hbouid have gotten more for wool 
and paid Icaa for my clothes; but la! 
this vear I took my wool to the same 
merchant and was plad to get -S centa 
for it, and again I bought a suit of 
clothes of tha same quality as before, for 
wbich I paid $14. The difference in the' 
price of my wool between this year and 
two years ago was $9 leES, and tho price 
of my clothes $1.50 more for the same 
suit. Now, what t want to know is, how 
and where am I protected?"—Waltou 
(Delaware county) Reporter. 


Tho foregoing hiia been making the 


ronnds of the Democratic free trade 
Anftlo-nif.niac newspapers and the Ex- 
positor in 3ast night's isanti wheeled into 
line and republiahed it. Tho object of 
the beautiful fairy tale is to support tho

tariff of 2'X cents oa raisins wonld he for 
the ban-fit of the raisin growers lor the 
purpose of beeping out Spanish compe- 
tition and would thus enable the pro- 
ducer to pocket 2!.< conts per pound clear 
profit in addition to the profit modo on 
the regular price and the consumer of 
Fresno raisins would be obliged to pay 
thia tariff. 


Then , again, the wool grower was told 


that if Australian and other wools were 
admitted free of d&ty and landed in San 
Pranciaco at y centa a ponnd the con- 
eamsr would not have to pay the tariff of 
11 and 12 centa per pound, and the Cali- 
fornia wool grower wonld be free to com- 
pet9 in the markets of the world with bis 
inferior wool. 


THE CONDITION Til AT CONFRONTS, 


This was the Democratic theory. It 


worked,heantifnlly in President Cleve- 
land's letters and messages, and Demo- 
cratic wool growers and Democratic 
raiflin producers applauded Democratic 
speakera when tbev spoke of throwing 
open the markets of tba world, and of the 
injustice if making the consumer pay 
the tariff.

The me- 
chanic or laboring man who receives no 
more wages tht>n ho did two years ago, 
can take his week's wages and buy from 
10 to 25 per cent more goods and ot the 
same or batter quality than ho could 
with the aame amount of money two 
years ago.

not oay R cent more for it than he did 
before the McKinley law went into prac- 
tice; in lact he pays leas lor it thau he 
did a year ago. 


"Nails were never RR cheap as they 


are today; stoves are cheaper by 5 p«r 
cent thau they were a year ago autl last 
year they ware cheaper than they were 
two years u^o. Car Center toois and agri- 
cultural imp ements are retailing for less 
than they ever wort) before. Not only 
are all tliecs things cheaper, but their 
quality bite improved. 


ESGLIB1I CUTLERY DitiUiK OUT.

the basineas of every nation to care for 
the welfare o! its own citizen?.; Bat it is 
the only answer they make if they ad- 
mit tbe truth of the foreigners' opinion 
of the tariff.

With an increase of $13, 
755,44S.k'9 in savings banks deposits in 
that itate daring the same period, and 
with an increase in wages in sixty-seven 
ind-JEtrieH ot $6,377,925.09, the figures 
flhow a prosperity as gratifying to goot 
citizens aa it ia dismaying to Democratic 
campaign orators.

An attempt is made to frighten tlie 


producer of raisins and oranges, by tbe 
aeeertion tbat the Democratic party is in 
favor af admitting the** articles free of 
duty.

Equally iiDJuat is the tariff on wool. 


No one will'deny that woolen clothing Is 
a necessity, or will question ita general 
use, yet a vast quantity of our revenue ia 
derived from tbat aource. Tbe dnty 
upon bidea was removed because the 
manufacturers of Matsachnaette found it 
to their interest to obtain the raw ma- 
terial free, that they might be able to 
compete with the foreigner in making 
boots and shoes and they have succeeded 
admirably. They don't produce enough 
of wool for domestic consumption, and 
that which they prodacn is not of tbe 
very best quality; it must be mired witb 
foreign wools to. make it available, at 
leatt to obtain tho best results. 


Onr opponent* are fond of citing in- 


atances to prove that many of the arti- 
cles found in the tariff schedule are 
cheaper now than they were several 
years ago.

Morris M. Kstee followed. He began: 
In discussing tbe Democratic platform

forestry baa completed Its biennial report 
and. will present it to tbe governor aa 
soon aa the report of tbe superintendent 
of tbe Santa Monica experimental atation 
is received. 
The investigations of Allen Kelly in 


tbe national parka are dstailed in the re- 
port and show the efficiency ;of the pro- 
tetion of troops of cavalry .that have been 
patrolling tbe parks. 


The report Bute forth tbat in the Yo- 


aemite there ate many euttlera and hold- 
ers of claims aggregating 60,000 acres, 
which they had patented before congress 
reserved it aa a park. The report advo- 
cates the passage by the United States 
senate of tbe bill prepared by a commit- 
tee of the American Forestry congreaa, 
known aa the Paddock bill. 


The report further urges the with- 


drawal from aale by the government of 
all timber lands, particularly those on 
the Hlerras, in order to protect tbe great 
water shede in the interests of irriga- 
tion. 


It calls attention to the destruction of 


sequoia groves by lumber operators, and 
suggests that tbe government should 
purchase tbe great Ualaveras and Tuol- 
umne groves, which are owned by pri- 
vate parties.

Mrs. A ca L. Digge ol Kansas, one ol 


the shining lights of the People's Party 
was complimented last night with a 
splendid audience in the Hirton opera 
house, the dress circle, parquet and bal- 
cony aeats beiun filled. 


The meeting waa called to order by G 
i. Browere, who referred to the Kepuh- 
ican arid Democratic meotinge recently 
held in the same place, and he spoke of 
what eeemed to bo the polity of the 
Damocratic party of Freano county, that 
the sheriff should draw more salary 
than the e 
rnor of tbe st&te, and even 


greater thau the ealary paid to a United 
States senator. 
. Mra. Digija was introdueii. She ia a 
woman of medium hfeht and was plainly 
. attired in a simple buff gown. Those 
who had listened to the orotund and 
powerful tones of Mra. Lease were BOtne- 
what disappointed with Mra. Diggs' 
voice. It waa rather sharp and grating, 
but her matter was far superior to her 
manner, fine proved heraelf, notwith- 
standing Una defect, to be a speaker of 
rare ability and held her audience in a 
state of rapt attention nntil the close. 


THE PREMISES. 


She began with the assertion that the 


country had two seta of business man- 
agers, one aet of which insisted that un- 
der their guidance the country had ar- 
rived at a Btace of prosperity never bo- 
fore known in ita history, while on the 
other hand the other aet of managers de- 
clared tbat the other party's methods 
had not advanced beyond tbe age of the 
turnpike, the stage coach and the ox 
team. 


The speaker asked every Kepnbliean 


in the houso why he was a Republican. 
If it was becaaee he waa in favor of a 
protective tariff he should bear in mind 
that in Minnesota an openly avowed free 
trader was running for the governorship 
of the Btuie on the Republican ticket. If 
the country asa been prosperous and 
has increased in wealth who has the 
money? Not the working masses of the 
people. 


A great outburst of applause greeted 
"" announcement that vaat swarms of 


_ 
JierB were coming from 
Norway, 


Sweden, Denmark and elsewhere to take 
the placea of "protected" American 
labor iu Homestead, Buffalo aud Ten- 
nessee. If the Eepublican party would 
only carry out properly its theory of pro- 
tecting American labor, she would not 
now be working in the interest of the 
third party. 


The problem before the people today 


ia the question of American labor. In 
the United States there are 20,000,000 
wage workers, nnd of thia number thare 
are only about 2,000,000 banded together 
in labor organizations. When Repub- 
lican orators claim that because of thia 
protective system the workingmen of 
the United States receive more wages 
than those of any laborers in any other 
country on earth, they know that this ie 
not the reason; they know that hinh 
wages in the United States are tbo result 
of labor organization, by means of which 
the working people demand that wages 
shall he suuh as will enable them to live 
in tho manner in which they have been 
Accustomed to live. 


TIIE MASSES ARE HONEST. 


The speaker believed that there was 


only a small number of persons who 
were politically corrupt aud politically 
merchantable; the masses of the voters 
were honest, aud they would not vote in 
the way in which they have been doing 
if they ka»w better. In congress there 
is but ajtooill number of congressmen 
who are "ib»lntely venal and corrupt, 
but they go into their party caucua and 
obey the dictation of the few, and so the 
great corporations are invested with 
special privileges to the ruin aud detri- 
ment of the people. 


Some of the best members of tbe Re- 


publican party believe that the third 
party has arisen too late to take away 
these special privileges which have made 
the corporations the rulers of the dee-, 


a of the country. For this reason 
are loath to leave their party ranks 


__^, jin the reform movement. Up to 
two years ago tbe speaker had been a 
Bepub lean, but she coon eaw that the 
people were awakenirg to a realization 
of their danger and that the time was 
ripe for the people to make a supreme 
effort to avert the fate that had befallen 
the ancient republics. 


TflE RlyFERENDUlT PROPOSITION. 


She asked how many Democrats were 


present who were consulted by Grover 
Cleveland or Mr. Whitney aa to what 
they would like to have for the campaign 
issues this fall, and she asked all such 
Democrats and Republicans who had 
been so consulted to raise thoir hands. 
This request raised alaugh in the gallery 
instead. 


Mru. Dipga reverted to the history of 


the People's Party and said that it orig- 
inated iu Kansas. A convention was 
held in Cincinnati in May, 1S91, but be- 
ing a party of the people for the people 
and by the people, the delegates went 
back to the people and asked them what 
sort of a bu?ineH3 management they 
wanted the country to have. Having 
ascertained this fact, they met again in 
Omaha and formulated three reform de- 
mands which they incorporated in their 
national platform—land, iimmca

HERO WORSHIP COND2MKED. 


At the national conventions of the two 


old parties men's names evoked tbe 
wildest enthusiasm, and principles were 
forgotten because tbo members of the 
two old parties had not got rid of the an- 
cient superstition regarding the divine 
right of kings and tho instinct of hero 
worship.

shiftless, na illustrating the reverse of 
the statement that thia wa= a prosperous 
nation. 


She told of women womnB in tho

mines, ao old and bent with toil that 
even savage Sitting Bull remarked, "I 
wonder how the white man can ao abuse 
hio Bqnaw." 


Bnt while showing that millionaires 


were mcreming and tbat the very poor 
still remained the very poor, the speaker 


made no attempt to point cot a remedj 
except by implication, the voting ol the 
People's Party ticket. The manner ID 
which a People'* Party President and a 
People's Party congress, not made ipec- 
i*)ly of the godfl bat of the common clay 
of all men, would make the poor rich ant 
the rich poor, waa not explained; and 
the poverty stricken feoula who vent to 
the Barton last night to find oat how it 
was all going to be done, went away 
after the speech almost as hungry for IB 
formation as ever. 


Thia is the common defect of all pater- 


nalistic government logic. "Establish s 
paternal government and bappineas will 
eosue," is the cry ot the Populist lead- 
era, but they are practically empty of 
plan or detaiJ.

orts for their information, and who 
elieve an attempt baa been made to do 
m uii injustice, 1 have consented to ask 
ho favor of a Httle space in yonr col- 
inns. 
While it is necessary that I 


jould mention certain names, let it be 
nderetood that it is done for the pur- 
oB6 of giving information to the pnblit: 
nd not with a personal feeling on my 
art toward the persons referred to, al-

Davis and myself subscribed to a report 
onurming and intensifying my former 
epott, and recommended that the bnild- 
nu be at once abandoned for school par- 
OBoe. The board took action noon this 
eport and 'abandoned the building, but 
t iu strange that this report seems to 
<ave been aoppresaed, as no mention 
as been made of it by the press. 
Mr. Kirby made no report on thia ei- 
mination, but ten days or more after- 
psrds he made a farther examination.

Frpsno find Merced 
streets it is within the hounds of truth 
to Bay that at least 500 teams cross and 
recross every day of the year. Several 
accidents of a moat f-erious nature, in- 
volving both life and property, bnve oc- 
curred in consequBQCB of ihe ue^lect aud 
pnrfiimony on the part of tho railroad 
company in failing to plac^ watchmen at 
these crossione. Ia "the city powerless 
to prevent thin destruction, or can it 
through its trustees compel tho railroad 
to pay some alight regard tn the rights of 
tbe people ui ihie city?

sin drier on bis vineyard at Fowler that 
can hold 100,000 trays. Its operation is 
conducted on a very economical plan, 
which enables him to dry frait and rai- 
sin grapes at a figure that will leave the 
grower a good margin in the way of 
profit. 


The fuel used in this drier consists of 


tbo cuttings from the vineyard, which 
are bound into bundles with fino wire. 
It makes excellent fuel. Mr. Parthurst 
estimates that the cuttincs from his 
vineyard will dry two-thirds of his crop 
o! raisins, first and second. Hie first 
crop was dried some time ago and haa 
been shipped. The second crop is now 
being picked and as fast as picked is pot 
into hia drier aud dried. 
It requires 


thirty-four men to pick the grapes BO SB 
to keep ap with the drier.

and Evans ffaa Graced—A 


Detective'* Question. 


Henry Bigelow of the Examiner, who 


waB in Fresno last week, publishes a eix- 
column account in yesterday's issue cf 
tbe Examiner of an interview had by 
him with Chris Evans and Jobn SonUg. 
Mr. Bigelow atates that the interview 
toot place last Toeeday and Wednesday 
"at a point north of Kingi river and in 
the npighborbood of the town of Center 
Tille." 


Tbe following extract* from the inter- 


view will be found of interest. Tbe firat 
is Evane' account of the fight at Young's 
cabin: 


"Tbe tall man advanced, and by hia 


aide to oar astoniehment came Andrew 
McGinnie. Tbe balance at tbat moment 
were outside tbe gate. 


"We waited until tbe first two men 


came within fifteen or twenty fast of tbe 
door, then -we thrust our shotguns 
through Ibe window panes and blazei 
away, one barrel each. 
"Both men reeled and fell, and as 


swung open the door swiftly and cam 
out through the smoke toward them Me 
Ginnia cried out to Sontac: 
" 'For God's sake, don't John!' 
"We dashed hy the two fallen men 


and opened fire on the balance of them 
Witty fell and bellowed like a calf 
Burke tumbled over the fence to tne 
right of the gate, and I sent a Winches 
ter bullet after him to increase his speed 
He flew doff n the gulch and we saw him 
no more. 


"^printer Smith, with a wild cry 


wheeled bis horse, clapped spurs to in 
flanks, droppeu Lis head against tin 
horse's neck and flew back up the trail 
spattering his gun, his belt, his coat, am 
for all 1 know everythine that he ha< 
along tbe road. 
One Indian bawled 


him to stop, but that only increased hi 
terror. 


HOW TUE INDIANS BEHAVED. 


"The Indians meanwhile had taken t< 


the rock pile at the loft of the Rate am 
were fighting in true Indian fashion, 
did not mind-them so much, because . 
had fought Sioux and Cbeyennes and 
knew their tricks. Tbese fellows limpl. 
thrust their riSes above tbe rocks anc 
blued away without taking any aim, s 
they failed entirely to hit us. Prett 
aeon 1 made it BO hot for them that tbe. 
thought distance would lend enchant 
went to tbe view and dashed away down 
the road. 


"Warren Hill started to run awa 


with hiB horse, but a Winchester bulle 
dropped the animal and Hill took t 
Barke's boree, 
"All this occurred in the twinkling o 


an eye, and it was with a jump tbat 
discovered we were attacked in the rear 
John Sontag suddenly dropped his righ 
arm and cried out that it was broken 
while a bullet sped past my left eye 
brow, leaving this scar. Whirling abou 
we eaw tbat McGinnie had revived an< 
had tamed over cm hia back to fill u 
with lead from his Winchester rifle, 
was compelled to pot another bullet int 
him to stop him, 


"Tbe cot st now being clear I exam 


Ined fionlag's arm. Mo bones wer 
broken, and'taking off the coat we foun 
that U waa only a flesh wound, and no 
a very bad one at that. We bandaged 
with B band kerchief and walked slowl 
away through the corn field. 


"1 left my sbotgnn in Young's houa 


for the reasdn that Sontag's iDjnred arm 
did not permit UB to pack away all fon 


"The next two weeka wo retired to 


hospital life, and while the posses of de 
tectivea and blood-'inoney hunters wer 
chasing each other up and down stee 
trails we were in a comparatively com 
fcrtable state. 
Several times we Jookec 


down the narrow trail below us aur 
thought how easily we could hag a few 
doxen detectives with but little trouble 
Indeed, there was one place where I wa 
at tbe bend of a pass falling oft' into 
sheer precipice aud rising a solid umootl 
wall Above. Sontag was planted at tb 
other ond. Twelve men were »on boree 
back. Ail we need have done was t 
take the fore and behind ridere. A eta in 
pedewonld have enFned which wouk 
have Heat the entire lot lo perdition 
OoJy f:r the fact that there was a news 
paper man there wbo hailed from Vi 
aalia we would have yielded to the grea 
temptation. 


THE PLEA Or SELF DEFENSE. 


"However, to bo serious, wo ceve 


killed any one except in self defense 
We are entirely guiltless of the train rob- 
bery and are thoroughly conscious of cm 
innocence. As to the killing we have 
done, it seems to me it has been a prett; 
good riddance for tbe country of the BO 
called 'bad man.' Take Oscar Beaver 
He killed 'Sheepman Gripe' near 
inoore in cold blood, and another time 
he Ebota fellow in the Lburtl Palace sa 
loon in San Franciauo. As for Andy 
McGionis, he shot a voting negro lad 
who wae sleeping in a box car at Mo 
desto and was concerned in the white 
c*p business there. 1 never kept track 
of Vic Wilson's graveyard, but every 
body always knew that he was terribly 
dangerous. 


"So fur as tbe question of train robber; 


is concerned, we are entirely innocent 
•while, as I said before, the killings wf 
have committed have been purely in sel 
defense. We have plenty of provision 
now, a first-rate fortress, and we are 
ready to defy any of the pussea tbat may 
come onr wav. 


There ia not a bit of defiance in either 


Evans or Sontag. 
They are cool, deter- 


mined men. 
When I described tbo 


eapionape to which Mrs. F.vang had been 
subjected at Viaalia, Evans ground bif 
teeth with rage, juet as the old Berserk 
«ra of Iceland did a thousand years ajo 
He exclaimed at one print: 


"I would to Heaven I could eee Detec 


live Smith. Warren Hill, John Broder 
Detective Tbacker and the three Apache 
Indian trailers in one bunch. I would n' 
leave one of them alive. They deaervad 
to be bom d«d." 
Against Smith their enmity is extreme 


Evans explained that their contemptaot 
desire for vengeance would not be nearly 
BO great i! t-mith bad stood up to them 
like • man. 
Another cause of distrpes (o Ihfm wai 


tbe treatment Clark Monre faae rorpivi* 
throughout the entire affair. Evana as 


•anred me that during the whole epiandf

In tbe case of Bosworth va. Webster, 


64 Cal. 1, an aesesemeut for taies was 
held not to bo vitiated by the words "to 
all owners and claimants known and un- 
known" appearing in tbe general bead- 
ing to the assessment roll. 


In a majority ot the assessments made 


in Freeno county, where the expression 
"to all owners and claimants known and 
unknown ' is upert it refers to the head- 
ings on tbe aaseEsuient rolls, and wher- 
ever the name of the person is men- 
tioned in that heading tho heading is 
not part of the de&cription, and such as- 
BeFEmentand sale id valid. 


In the case of Lewis vs. Rotbchild, 92 


Cal. 625, it was held tbat taxes were a 
jien upon realty, and could not be ex- 
tinguished without paying tbe taxes or 
telling the property for the payment 
thereof, and ia not barred by the statute 
of limitations. 


Section 3716 of the. Political Code pro- 


vides "that every tax has tbe efl'ect of a 
jndgment against the person, and every 
lieu credited by this title has the force 
and effect of execution duly levied 
against all propesty of the delinquent; 
the judgment is not satisfied nor tbo lien 
removed until tbe taxes are paid or the 
property sold for tbe payment thereof." 


This shows that whether or not the 


property is eo'd for taxes tbe taxes are a 
lien upon the property and will eo con- 
tinue until paid. 


I sea no reason why the land owners 


of Freano county should not pay taxes 
the same as persons iu any other part of 
tbe etate. The appointment made by 
you and me of an agent to secure a re- 
demption of the lands sold to the state 
was to give tbe owners a hearinp in or- 
der that they might pay their taxes 
without the state takeng legal steps in 
the matter. This was in the interest of 
economy to .thet.wi.ere, but if they are 
not satisfied to redeem at the least pos-1 
sible expense it may become necessary 
to bring auit to foreclose the lien. Such 
proceedings on the part of the state 
would be much more expensive to the 
ownere than it would be to redeem in 
ihe ordinary way.

EDITOR REI-UUUCAN.—Permit me the 


use of your columns to propose a reform, 
namely, tbe formation of an anti-treat 
society. 


I am well aware tbat this injurious 


habit is based upon ths virtue of gener- 
osity and liberality, but in this instance 
we meet with the anomalous caee of a 
virtue becoming ajnnisance, if not a vice.

European in this particular instance for 
I shall find no difficulty in proving that 
no party in the transaction benefits by it. 


Finally, ae to the ealoon keeper. A 


member of the fraternity once said to 
me: "I wish the practice of treatinp 
could and would be abolished. It has 
cost me hundreds of dollars. You see, a 
man comes in with a little change in his 
pocket to take a glass of beer. Kight 
then a crowd of friends come in and in- 
vite him to partake with them. The 
treat goes round, and finally reaches 
him. Prompted by a falee pride he 
orders drinks for which he cannot pay. 
Before leaving he takes me asides, etatei 
big case and promise to drop In tomor- 
row to liquidate the debt. Of course 
this is the last I ever Eee of him. Yea, 
sir; I wish tbe practice of treating could 
be abolished." 


Now if all parties in ihe transaction 


are injured by this foolish and obnoxious 
habit why do'es not somebody make an 
effort to eradicate it? Here is an oppor- 
tunity to cover one'a aelf with immortal 
glory. Will not some leading lady take 
the initiative and start a paper for 
signatures, the sinners to pledge them- 
selves not to treat and to refuse being 
treated? The ball need only be put ic 
motion and public opinion and the good 
sense of onr citizens will keeping it roll- 
ing. Everybody knows the habit oJ 
treating to be both fooliab and hurtful j it 
is only the start which is needed to in- 
augurate a reform which will probably do 
more good than a pledge of total abiti- 
nence. It is^not the drinking of spirituous 
liquors so much as the excessive indulg- 
ence which ia condemned, and as the 
abolishment of the practice of treating 
would greatly lessen, if not totally re- 
move such erceFB, the founder of an anti- 
treat tociety would really deserve tbe 
title of public benefactor.

Architect C. K. Kirby made a second 


report to thf board of education yester- 
day concerning tne condition of the K- 
street school building and it is a virtual 
condemnation of tbe structure. The re- 
port U aa follows: 


"In accordance with instructions I 


have bad a portion of the brick panels ot 
tbe northeast wine of tbe K-street school 
house rtmoved. 1 find the brickwork 
in euch bad condition, as to construc- 
tion, workmanship and materials that 1 
cannot advice your board to go forward 
with tbe repairs ot tbe building, as pro- 
posed in my last report, without further 
consideration. I find tbat the walla 
above the foundation are practically 
composed of two thiu sheila of brick- 
work, each four inches thick. They are ' 
separated by an air space oi fiomfour 
and one-half to seven inches in width, 
with only a few slight ties between them. 
The ties are made of a tint piece of iron 
l.'ixl'li inches, perfectly straight aud 
about t-n inches long, laid into tbe two 
tliin walls diagonally. Those tiep, owing 
to tbeir position in tbe walla, seem to 
have no binding qualities. Most of them 
are already loose in their phicefl. 


''Tuejiuner 4-inch wall has carried and 


is now currying all the weight of the 
ilnor?. Tl!» on tor portion oi the wall of 
;uur inches in thickness carriea the belt 
and Eill courses. The belt course pro- 
iecta over the out. r face of the wall three 
nchea. The inner sides of these belt 
courses in places follow the contour of 
:hfl facp, thereby leaving only I.'4-inch 
Bearing for the wall above to rest np.in. 
Then ajram, 1 tiiid the walls largely com- 
posed of half, that is, moro than tlie 
usual number. The mortar is of a very 
poor adhesive quality, HO much so, that 
ifter an opening IB onco made in the wall

I have decided to adrisfl you that if you 
wish to save the building it would he 
better to have entirely new brick wnlh 
en alleidoa." 


Mr. Kirby informed the board t^at to 


replace the brick walls by new ones of 
the same material would cost upwards of 
$10,000. This seemed to the board too 
great an expense and it was ascertained 
after further discussion that strong walls 
of wood could be put up for $5000. The 
present roof of tbe building would be re- 
tained. If the Btructn.-e in thns repaired 
a defeat that baa given the board much 
concern can also ba remedied. Tbe 
poor diffusion oi light IB the defect re- 
ferred to. Light now enters the rooms 
from both sides and from the rear, when 
it should come horn only one Bide, tbe 
left, nnd from the rear. The poor light 
has air, ady affected the eyea of some of 
the pupils, as an ex Agination by a San 
Francisco oculist a few days ago proved. 


The board yesterday accepted the 


plan of C. K". Kirby, ,lr., for a temporary 
frame structure for the accommodation 
of the high school pupils, aud has adver- 
tised for bida for the constrnction of the 
same. The building will cnnsist of a 
large assembly room, office, hat rooms, 
two class rioms and a chemical and phy- 
sical 
laboratory. 
This 
will be an 


excellent and convenient building for the 
bigh school, and by far the best quartern 
it has ever hurt. It will bfi nearly cen- 
tral and the laboratory can ba supplied 
with both water and gas. The buildin] 
will bo completed within a month. 


The Sunday school rooms of the Pres- 


byterian church have been secured for 
high school. These rooms are to bo used 
for recitation only, the pupils studying 
at hone. The middle'and senior classes 
will recite all their lessons in tbo fore- 
noon, beginning at 9 o'clock, and study 
at home in the afternoon. The jamor 
and sub-junior classes will come at 1 
o'clock to recite, and study at home dur- 
ing the morning. 


Tbe fifth grade at the Central school 


is greatly crowded having about seventy 
pupils. To relieve thia connition the 
dchcol hoard has decided to establish an- 
other fifth grade in an iinoccupied room 
at the C-etreet school. By order of the 
board fifth grade pupils living west of 
the csnter ot" L street will go. to C street, 
Misa Puffer will be the teacher.

valid. They deny the petition for man- 
date, and decidtt that Welsh's registra- 
tion in March, '92, ia good and valid, and 
decide that Williams' refusal to register 
him again without cancellation waa proo- 
er aud legal. Thus Fresno is saved 
thousands of dollars, and a most import- 
ant question is definitely settled. Accept 
my heartv congratulationa.

orary. 


Active members will be entitled to al 


of the benefits of the order. Ae 
members, will not be entitled to partici- 
pate in tbe sick benefits nor in tbe insur- 
ance, if one should be adopted. 


To tbe honorary membership none 


will belong except priests, and they 
most submit to examinations similar to 
those of other applicants. 


Associate members are required to 


pay ono half the fee required from active 
members. 
It was moved by C. P. Itendon thai 


there be a reconsideration of the vote by 
which tho insurance committee was to 
have reported at 1 o'clock. The motion 
was carried. 


H. C. Hall, chairman of tbe insurance 


committee, read the following report: 


That they are in favor of the establiah- 


medt of a beneficiary fund for tbe pur- 
pose of a burial fund and relief, as di- 
rected by the grand directors recom- 
mending that no burial allowance shall 
exceed $75 for any active individual 
member, and that any finch allowance 
may be paid tu>on the recommendation 
of tbe subordinate council of wnich eaid 
deceased eball be a member. 


The report waa received aqd a lone 


discussion, pro and COD, followed, in 
which many of the leading members of 
the order participated. 


It was decided that somekindof c.n in- 


surance bo adopted, and the subject was 
referred back to the committee with in- 
structions to draw up an article fixing 
the death benefit feature at $100 and that 
all active members bo eligible for assess- 
ments. 


The council then adjourned till 1 p.m. 
In the afternoon session tbe committee 


on death benefit reported the following 
recommendations: 


I 
The dues of councils shall be $1 per 


F month, 50 cents ot which shall be Bet 


apart for the sick benefit fund and man- 
agement in the proportion of 60 per cent 
to the sick benefit fund and 40 per cent 
to the management fund and the remain- 
der 50 cents of which monthly dues 
shall contribute a general fund, out of 
which shall be paid tho per capita tax 
and $100 as funeral expenses of a de- 
ceased member (Bhould tbe council de- 
termine upon the establishment of a 
funeral benefit), and the enm of 5 cents 
per capita per month to tlie board of 
grand directors as a relief fund, oat of 
which shall be paid such sum to relieve 
the distress of members or relief cf the 
families of deceased members as the 
board of grand directors may deem 
proper. 


Tbe disposition of this relief fund eball 


be tinder the control of tbe board of 
grand directors and no part of Raid re- 
lief fund ahatl be disbursed until full 
compliance with such regulations and 
rnlea as such board of grand directors 
may from time to time adopt for the dis- 
bursement thereof. 


On motion this amendment ie to take 


effect on and after November 3d next.

to the reeord of Fresno county. 


It was a deed that had robbery for ita 


inciting motive and the perpetrator la 
unknown. 


Tut? victim was William R. Good, 


native of West Virginia, 22 years old 
He kept a small store aud a postoflice a 
Tarpey'a spur switch, on the line of thi 
San Joaquin Valley railroad, about eigh 
and a half miles from this city. 


His body was found in a etnbble field 


resterday morning about 100 yards wes 
of the store, covered with blood, anc 
with a knife wound in his breast. 


Sheriff Heneley and some of his depu 


ies went to the scene of the murder yea- 
erday morning, and made a careful 
neaeurement of the murderer's tracks, 
int no other clew was discovered. 
Tbe etore was seen open at 10 o'clock 


on tbe evening before, en unusually late 
lour. The lights were burning, and K. 
i. Malcolmson who drove by saw no one 
n the place, but did not euspect thai 
lything was wrong. 
Early yesterday morning the store was 


ound open, but Good was not there and 
i search revealed the bloody corpse and 
he other evidences of a horrible crime. 
Arch McGuire waa the first witness 
xamined by tbe coroner's jury in Ste- 
jufmfut Bean's undertaking parlors last 
i»ht. lie drives a butcher wagon for 
Jr. Buroa and arrived at the etore at 
bout 8.30 yeetarday morning.

Robert £. L. Good, a brother of tbe 
eceased and foreman of M. F. Tarpey'a 
neyard, testified thr,t he owned the 
ore and that his brother was working 
r him. The till in the left band toun- 
r had been pulled out and several nick- 
s and 10-caut pieces were scattered on 
"ie floo ".

Two of ths proposed constitutional 


amendments which will be submitted 
to the people on November 8th will 
evidently bo defeated unless stronger 
reasons cnn bo shown in favor of the'r 
adoption than have yet heon advanced. 
One is the amendment known as the 
San Fiancisc life pot act, ami the other 
is tbe proposition to fund the stato debt. 
In a circular iesusil from tho office of tho 
secretary of stato facts are set for*h 
which show clearly that the state would 
receive no hanhfit by tho adoption of tbe 
funding act. Among other things tbe 
circular says: 


Tha dubt of California all told amounts 


to $2,528,500, dividfd as follows: Uni- 
ver.-ity fun<J, $751,001); common school 
fund, $1,52(),OQO; bonds iii private hands. 
$251,000. 


K tha debt wore of thn ordinary kind, 


tlii* act would, perhaps, not call for 
criticism. Bnt it will be eeen that the 
stfite practically owes moat ol the debt 
to herself. Tha whole sum owed to out- 
siders is but §251,000, which needa to bo 
extinguished or refunded. 
The state 


treasury has now in it ?3,400.ftOO.

bonds in private hands -should he paid 
of! out of tho surplus in the treasury, 
and not refunded lit all. 
It cannot be 


claimed ad pood fnancial sense to pay 
interest at even four per cent., when it 
;an ho stopped nt once by using a sur- 
plus in tho treasury to pay the principal. 
It will not embarrass tho finances ot tho 
state in the nligbtpat deprea to extinguish 
this part of the debt when, it falls due, 
but will be a saving to the state, or an 
act of economy. 
"The balance of the debt belongs, aa I 
have said, to the common school and 
Stato University funds. 
It is well 


tnown that the schools of the state get 
no mure support than they ought. If 
the old G per cent bonds are exchanged 
for 4 per cents, the state will be obliged 
to make np the otherS per cent by direct 
taxation, which is no gain to the peoijn 
at all. The interest money now paid 
on these bonds IB paid by the people to 
thtniaelvea. 
U is like taking nunny 


from on ft pocket and putting it in an- 
other. So long us tbe common schools 
must be supported, the simpler the 
means and thn leas law« on tho subject, 
the butter. There is no simpler mode 
than ttiat of paying interest on the bonds 
already existing. It avoids the numeir- 
oiifl items of expense of engraving new 
bond?, and advertising, Lo say nothing 
of other laws find other costs of raising a 
balance by diteut taxation to support 
thu fjcbuolc.
